Bide at Freijsrioksburg at sundown, aa was flral 
ordered, a great federal army would have been 
annihilated.

Had the Confederate, wany.advanced at Shiloh, 
as was ordered, they must have swept the field 
and won a great victory. 


History traces battles only from the time the 


troops appear on the field. History ia tbcrtf- 
fore flilaic regarding events preceding the bat- 
tle «f 8b.iloh. Such was the disposition of ar- 
mies that one might expect a collision at any 
time, and yet the Confederates, while showing 
a bold front and apparently maneuvering for 
positions, were waiting and were by no meane 
ready for a conflict- Whole regiments which 
took part in the battle'wheh'it finally occurred, 
wore without arms np to three days previous. 
Thoro was a deficiency of artillery and ammn^ 
nition and clothing, and the chances of battle 
depended on fate.

The greatest blunder Grant committed dur- 


ing the war was at Shiloh. He was to simply 
halt at that point until Buell could join him 
for a grand movement onward. Instead of 
keeping the broad and deep Tennessee river 
between his army and that of Johuoton until 
Buell came up he crossed it over to the west 
bank. It was an error criticized even iby citi- 
zens who knew nothing of the tactics of war, 
but Grant was sullen and determined, and he 
would not rectify it His position was weak 
in a dozen different ways, and hifl presence was 
a challenge for a superior force to move up 
and crush him. Lincoln would have been 
justiflodJn taking measures for the safety of 
that aWSfT I™' WttB reassured by dispatches 
from Grant that Johnston was so strung out 
that concentration was impossible 
befovs 


Buell's arrival. 
Johnston's forces were widely scattered, aud 
arms were being issued the day that Grant 
crossed the river. It was a grand opportunity 
to strike a telling blow, and Johnston was the 
man for the emergency. With a celerity sel- 
dom exhibited in the war he called in and con- 
centrated,-some of his troops marching fot 
twenty-six hours without a halt,aiid thousar.de 
of men marching across fields and through 
forests to save distance, sea avoid the mud. 
Every Confederate soldier who could trace a 
map or read a newspaper saw the situation 
and the opportunity, and they moved forward 
feeling that victory was absolutely oertai-J. 
The safe arrival-oJ two blockade.runners and 
the blunder ofa Federal general had placed

Federal artillery moved down the attacking 
lines by scores and hundreds,.and yet, as at 
Stone river, the wave receded but to gather 
greater power and come again.

the advance not a field 'piece could be moved 
for the want of horses. There were hand-to-

At noon the Federal army had been rolled 
back at every point.and the shore of the Ten- 
nessee was lined with, enough skulkers and 
cowards to form two brigades. 
The Federals 
had'lo'st two to one, and 7,000 stands of arms 
and large quantities of ammunition had fallen 
into the hands of the Confederates, wbilenear- 
ly 6,000 prisoners bid; boon marched to then- 
rear. Grant had orrivod, but, if able to com- 
prehend the situation, ho could do but little to 
change it 
At eitrly dawn. the. federal army was a 
crescent with a front of BIX miles. At noon it 
is a thin semi-circle and tho distance from 
flank to flank is not three miles. 
Not by 
Grant's order, but by a sort of mutual under- 
standing as they are crowded back, the shat- 
tered lines of Sherman and McClernand reform 
with those of Hnrlbnrt and form a new hna 
Nine put of every ten pieces of artillery have 
been drawn back by hand, and men too griev- 
ously wounded to walk to tho roar are:,left 
among the'dead. The Federals have changed 
their tactics now. They have posted them- 
selves in the thick woods and behind natural 
c6ver, and to reach them the Confederates nrfist 
cross tho open cotton and corn-fields and the 
plains covered with pinea too small to afford 
protection. 
Johnston's plan was to crush the loft and 


centre back on the right, and ho was succeed- 
ing. There was scarcely a breathing spell be- 
fore his battle lines burst from the woods and 
surged across the fields at the Federal position. 
He had but to break through here and his work 
was done. Nightfall would witness the utter 
annihilation of Grant's army. Every general 
in tharConfederate army, including Johnston 
himself, rode at the head of his command, 
and the lines broke cover with cheers and 


There ia a hell-spot on ovary field of battle— 


soma spot which becomes a maelstrom of cold, 
cruel slaughter. This was the hell-spot of 
that first day's fight As the gray hue ad- 
vanced across the open ground they met such 
a flame of death as left one or two men stand- 
ing to represent companies. Lines wavered— 
broke—vanished, ana when the smoke lifted 
the fields were clear of all but the dead and 
wounded. 
And now the gray brigades of Chalmers and 


Jackson are brought up and massed as a wedge 
to drive forward and split the center of Fed- 
eral resistance. Among the 7,000 men in the two 
brigades are 1,000 recruits who . are Btnelltmr 
powder for the' first time. Two thousand of 
the men are armed with rifles and shot-guns, 
and are without bayonets^ The wedge settles 
itself into a compact mass, catches a long 
breath, and then there is a forward movement 
aucb as Napoleon never saw.

A Very Interesting Letter. 


We are permitted to mako the ful 


lowing extracts from a private loiter 
written by a former resident of this 


precludethe possibility of natural 
origin. 
These mounds are about
